The appropriate Air Force office evaluated applicant™s request
and provided an advisory opinion to the Board recommending the
application be denied (Exhibit C). The advisory opinion was
forwarded to the applicant for review and response (Exhibit D).

After careful consideration of applicant®s request and the
available evidence of record, we find insufficient evidence of
error or injustice to warrant corrective action. The facts and
opinions stated in the advisory opinion appear to be based on the
evidence of record and have not been rebutted by applicant.
Absent persuasive evidence applicant was denied rights to which
entitled, appropriate regulations were not Tfollowed, or
appropriate standards were not applied, we Tfind no basis to
disturb the existing record.

Accordingly, applicant®s request is denied.

The Board staff is directed to inform applicant of this decision.
Applicant should also be informed that this decision 1s final and
will only be reconsidered upon the presentation of new relevant
evidence which was not reasonably available at the time the
application was filed.

Requested Action: Applicant requests his early retirement under the Temporary Early
Retirement Authority (TERA) be upgraded to a 20 year retirement for pay purposes.

Besis: Applicant contends he initiated paperwork at time of retirement that stated if he
went into full time community service for a specified amount of time, his retirement would be
upgraded to a 20 year retirement for pay purposes.

Facts:

a. Applicantrequested and was approved for a TERA retirement effective on 31
Aug 94 as a MSgt.

b. Applicant signed his DD FM 214, Certificate of Release or Discharge From
Active Duty, (Included in his Master Personnel Record Group) which included the following
statement:

“Member is retiring as provided by Section 4403 of the FY93 National Defense
Authorization Act (PL 102-484) and may qualify for a recomputation of retired pay at age 62
pursuantto Section4464 of the same law.”

c. Military Personnel Flight Letter (MPFL)93-024, FY94 Voluntary Early
Retirement Program, 9 Apr 93 (Atch 1) includes information about registering onthe Public and
Community Service Registry (PACS)under 10U.S.C. 1143a. Italso includes information on
recomputation of retired pay at age 62.

Recommendation: Deny.

Considering the above policy and applicant’s personnel records, complete and accurate
informationwas provided to the applicant during his retirement processing. \\e do not see where
an injustice or error has occurred. The law is specific about recomputingthe retired pay at age
62. Applicantjust turned 41 years of age.
